spilled her guts: the Fringe, the Crown Jewel of 

festivals, was on financial ground that could best 
be described as shaky. Organizers reached out to the 
public and corporate Edmonton, looking for Angels 
who could help save the festival. It was a liberating 
experience: the Fringe director just let go, put the fate 
of the Fringe in the hands of festival-goers and was 
saved when $124,000 was raised to help stage a some- 
what scaled-back but nevertheless wild Fringe. 

With government funding sources drying up and 
increased expectations of the corporate communi- 
ty, staging the $1.5-million event is more demand- 
ing. 

Wednesday, Lawrence unveiled the second annual 
Fringe Angels campaign — which had already come 
up with $30,000 of its $100,000 goal. 
With the Fringe out of debt, the festi- 
val can now look beyond merely sur- 
viving and begin to add a little

After nearly 70 years of broad- 
casting, the station is emitting an 
irritating off-air signal that taunts 
board members, former employ- 
ees and listeners — and it sounds 
like failure. 

The station has failed. And it 
appears the forces most able to 
get CKUA back on the air have 
split into two camps increasingly 
at odds with one another. The 
ultimatum issued by the Save Our 
Station group does not leave the 
existing board much room to 
manoeuvre. 

No constructive commentary 
on this state of affairs can be 
launched without first berating 
CKUA Radio Foundation chief 
executive officer Gail Hinchliffe. 
She and her fellow board mem- 
bers applied an outdated, 
Pocklington-esque solution to an 
anticipated financial crisis.

While I’m not going to editorialize too much about what’s happen- 
ing to CKUA, suffice to say that unfortunately it does fit nicely with 
the prevailing right-wing political and economic climate in this 
province (i.e: ‘let the market forces and the frigging radio program- 
ming consultants in Los Angeles, Toronto, New York or Vancouver 
dictate what people should or shouldn't listen to’).

Wednesday, which could see the radio 
station back on the air. 

Edmonton musician Tommy Banks, 
Edmonton and Calgary Folk Music Festival 
producer Terry Wickham, Edmonton lawyer 
Bud Stein and Ralph Henderson, an Edmonton- 
based financial consultant, were attempting to 
broker a deal with the CKUA Radio 
Foundation. The station was shut down a week 
ago to avoid bankruptcy. 

But in fact, Tommy Banks and the band may 
more realistically negotiate terms of the foun- 
dation’s surrender. After six hours of negotia- 
tions in Edmonton Wednesday, foundation 
chair and CEO Gail Hinchliffe returned 
to Calgary to strike an 8 p.m. 
meeting of the foundation’s 
board. 

It appeared likely the board 
would dissolve itself and hand control of the 
station over to the negotiation group and 
former employees. 

“It has been made pretty clear to them (the 
foundation board) by members of the Save Our 
Station group what needs to happen for things 
to go forward,” said Brad Odsen, a lawyer 
representing the SOS group in negotiations 
with Hinchliffe and the board. 

Odsen spoke from the City Media Club, 
where anxious supporters gathered to show 
support for CKUA staffers and await word of a 
settlement. The turn of events came after laid 
off staff members fought back following the 
station’s abrupt closure. 

During a long, emotion-filled meeting 
between the negotiating group and former 
CKUA staffers held at the Media Club Tuesday 
night, former employees said they would only 
return to the station if Hinchliffe resigned her 
positions. The former employees also insisted 
five of seven current board members resign 
and five new members be appointed. 

During a Wednesday afternoon press confer- 
ence, the employees made it clear they would 
not budge on that item. 

“Everyone I've talked to, including interested 
parties in the community who may want to be 
involved in a more serious fashion, have said 
no, they could not in good conscience go on 
with the same board that is in place,” said 
David Ward, a CKUA broadcaster. 

“The negotiators are making it clear that 
there will be no compromise, there will be no 
deal made . . . without that change.” 

Changes it in board structure and financial 
accountability topped the employees’ list of 
demands. 

Wickham told SEE Magazine Tuesday that 
he would have nothing to do with the board 
that shut down the station. 

Wickham said he would advise folk festival 
patrons, staffers and volunteers across the 
province not to support the station until it

Circumstances and needs have changed from 
the day the provincial government handed 
control of the station to the foundation. 

“The way the board was structured satisfied 
the objectives at the time and while it has been 
undergoing some restructuring, there has been 
no status quo because CKUA will change until 
it finds its way in this new world.” 

New appointments to the 
board in December were aimed 
at broadening the foundation’s 
makeup, she said. The goal 











from Edmonton, Calgary, rural Alberta and 
from out of province. 

But after talks with the self-appointed negoti- 
ating group, Hinchliffe said the station’s board 
needs to reflect whatever listeners, advertisers 
and supporters want. Its makeup would be

A grass-roots movement to resuscitate the 
radio station took shape even as staff were 
being laid off and a crew of locksmiths rekeyed 
the building’s doors last week. Deejay Chris 
Martin hinted there was some hope with the 
final words aired on CKUA last week. After 
playing The Last Waltz by The Band, Martin 
declared: “We'll be back after this. . .” 

Former employees formed the Save Our 
Station committee in an effort to take control 
of CKUA from the foundation. 

The committee made the same plea to 
Albertans, asking them not to support the 
foundation that closed the station — earlier in 
the week. Hinchliffe said the station’s $2.8- 
million budget had to be cut at the very least to 
$1.5 million. She also wanted to have CKUA 
back on the air, with volunteer staffers, in a 
matter of days. 

“Please do not support this initiative by 
the board,” pleaded Katherine Hoy, 
producer and host of the CKUA 
program Arts Alive. “We are urging 
all people in the arts community 
not to support that initiative. 
This proposal will only 
result in a watered-down 
CKUA, still run by a 
board that is account- 
able to no one.” 

Hinchliffe insisted 
during interviews with 
SEE that the station is 
accountable to the pub- 
lic. She saidthe board 
files financial statements 
with the provincial gov-

And he wants the CKUA foundation to hold a 
general meeting, stage elections and get back 
on the air with the staff members sponsors 
and listeners know and trust. fi Bd 

Whatever shape the station takes 
when it does go back on the air, 
though, it won't be the same CKUA 
that signed off last week. Jobs 
will be lost. 

At Wednesday’s press confer- 
ence, Ward admitted SOS 
members were aware of that. 

“We are all, to a person, 
committed to the higher 
goal, which is to get the 
station back on 
the air,” he 
said.

There is this belief 
that if it's Canadian, it’s not good enough. 

‘Thirdly, take a quick peak into our professional studies — you'll see 
names like NEVE, SSL, AMEK, Trident, Studer, Sony. They're all fairly popu- 
lar. They're not of Canadian manufacture. They should be. We have the 
technology, but there is no political, financial or industrial will to invest in 
that infrastructure. 

A quick look into project studios is even more pathetic. Canada has 
become the dumping ground for so-cailed affordable new digital technolo- 
gies and they're supposed to make instant musicians, engineers and produc- 
ers out of the masses, We now have a situation where the technology is 
killing music as opposed to providing skills. 

Look at our brothers and sisters in the broadcast industry. How much 

Janadian content can you locate? Some, net much. How much money do 
they pay out every year in royalties and other copyrights to foreign artists 
who have a total strangichold on Canadian-owned media? You go figure. Do 
you want to talk about the movie industry? How about video? Books and 
magazines? CD-ROMS, the Internet, and other forms of modern information 
delivery systems? How much Canadian content do we have there? Now 
there is a tug-of-war going on between two cabinet ministers at the federal 
level. 

The music industry in Canada is worth about $700 million a year. Only 
about 12 - 15 per cent of that stays here. By contrast, the British music 
industry is worth about £2.5 billion ($5 billion Cdn), more than 80 per cent 
of which flows back into the British economy, creating jobs, helping 
research and development, and further pushing the very high visibility of 
the U.K. I could go on and on, 

Obviously, there is a structural problem. A very big one. Solutions, any- 
one? This might be something SEE wants to focus on before all the 
Canadian musicians, artists and other creative people starve to death. At 
that point, it won't be for love or money. It will be tragic.

The Origins of Waves is the 
story of two elderly Barbadian 
men, close friends from childhood, 
who’ve lost track of each other 
over 50 years.

“T had friends in the 60s who 
felt everything written/played/ 
painted by a black artist had to 
uplift the entire race.
